Claim three, as an unexamined claim, must be examined for 1 12 issues and claim objections, and after such examination, the Office has 
determined that claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph. 

The claim reads "at least one apex section comprises an included angle and the included angles" ... the claim lacks antecedent basis 
for "angles" because it is possible that the claim expresses only one angle. Further, the claim is written in such a way that it is difficult to 
tell which dependent clauses modify which independent ones, and so is unclear. For instance, does the "included angle" enable said 
portion of first strut to align with said portion of said second strut? Or. are the selected apex sections having non-uniform included 
angles those that enable the said portion of said first strut to align with said portion of said second strut? Appropriate correction is 
reguired. 

Hence, all claims except for newly-examined claim 3 are allowable . 
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
